We have just returnod from an ex- 
tensive tour through four states, and 
of all the crazy contracts that have 
been entered into with building asso- 
ciations and by mortgaging church 
lots, school houses, cemeteries and 
furniture, that was ever known, we 
have certainly witnessed. How to ac- 
count for some of it is literally impos- 
sible, except upon the plea that the 
pastor had no sense, or knew he would 
soon be gone to another fleld of labor 
and the church property and all might 
go, 80 far as he was concerned, We 
do not believe that the A. M. E. 
church is actually worth as much 
church property to-day as we were 
twelve years ago, We have more in 
name trne, but not as much in . 
by reason of the enormous debts that 
we are daily contracting. Moreover, 
we are now losing churches, and where 
it will stop, heaven only knows, No 
pastor, destitute of good sense 
and experience, should be permitted 
to contract for a new church while the 
old chureh will passably do, especially 
that class of men, who have never had 
even the experience of purchasing an 
acre of ground, and building a chicken 
co0P upon it for himself. 

The way we have of taking up illit- 
erate, inexperienced and in many in- 
stances genscless men and placing them 
over congregations to impose enormons 
debts at will, when they have no intel- 
ligent will, must be stopped, and the 
sooner we begin the work the better, 
Otherwise Half of the A. M. E. chnreh 
will be chnrehless and ontdoors within 
the next ten years, We have written 
this communication in plain, blant 
language, that every one may under- 
stand and give the matter attention, 
for it is the alarm of coming death, 
and the sooner wo realize it the better 
for our future as a connection.

Killed in Nashville. 


By an invitation of Mr. J. L. Wiley, 
chairman of the Inter Collegiate Lee- 
ture Bureau of Fiek and Roger Wil- 
liams Universities and Central Ten- 
nesse College, we appeared on the 
evening of April the 12th iu Nashville, 
Tenn., to lecture before the students 
of the three distinguished institutions 
of learning and the public in general 
upon the subject of, Whence came 
the Negro?” But unfortunately for 
ns we were not well, at best, for we 
had been traveling extensively in the 
bottom lands of Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas, and being met at the train by 
the committee, we were driven through 
the oity, then out to Fick University, 
which we reached at a late honr. 
Then next morning, on the 13th inst., 
the same day we had to lecture at 2:30 
o'clock; p. m., a 6ix-scated carriage 
was brought to tho University which 
contained Bishop Salter and four of 
the committee, and in spite of 
our stubborn protest we were driv- 


en to the service hall of Fisak 
University and then away to 
Roger Williams University. We 


do not know how many miles, aud af. 
ter addressing the professors and stu- 
dents at that place, we were then 
driven several miles more to Central 
Tennessee College aud there we had 
to speak to the professors aud students 
again, and then another great distanc« 
to tho houec of Her. 8. R. Reed, the 
pastor of St. Paul A. M. E. church, at 
which place we arrived about one 
o'clock, and where we partook of an 
excellent dinner, which being over, 
we had to hasten to St. Paul where all 
of the students of the three institutions 
of learning had gathered to deliver 
the oration of the occasion. We told 
the gentlemen, that we had no speech 
written aud the superabundant honor, 
that they were conferring would be 
fatal to the address that they were 80 
highly anticipating. We would bave 
left the carriage and repaired to some 
private retreat had it not been for the 
persistent solicitatious of Bishop Sal- 
ter, to remain aud not iusult the distin- 
guished young men, who had gone to 
80 much expenee aud trouble to honor 
us. 

We told him that so much driving 
and speaking would wholly disqualify 
us for the labors of the afternoon. 

And just as we predicted, we were 
exhausted before we reached the plat- 
form, and then being introduced amid 
auch an avalanche of rhetoric by Mr. 
Wiley, - the eloquent chairmah, we 
died, for we knew we could not fill the 
bill. We then stepped ont upon the 
platform and great applause greeted 
ns, and we died again, but -we com- 
menGed ing a&alberents and found 
our brain was tied up and died again. 
Mrs. Sarah J. Early, seeing our condi- 
tion, lifted a fan over her face, and we 
died again. Dr. Cravath, the presi- 
dent of Fisk University, turned his 
head to one side and we noticed it and 
we died again. We kept on dying for 
about an hour and ten minutes till we 
finally told the vast and magnificent 
andience that we could not speak on 
that occasion and we gave up the 
ghost and quit and hastened to the de- 
pot and left the city.

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apply himself to the task, but that he 


would never be a fall man hero in his 
present anbordinate condition. 

Bishop Turner «poke of the vast 
extent of territory in Africa, and sid 
it was xeveral times larger than Amer- 
en; the land abounded in Trichness 
and wonderful resources; that the 
mountains, which towered thouzands 
of feet high, contain iron ore and 
other metals a hundred fold more 
abundant than was found in the rich- 


et mines of America; that 
the women of Africa had 
only to go along «ome of the 


agtreams and with «a light «witch draw 
out the gold dust. He att there was 
one thing that surprised him, aud that 
was the women were unlike Americati 
women in that they preferred silver 
bracelets to gold. 

The lecturer said he was a believer 
to some extent in the Darwinian the- 
ory, and he believed that in the be 
giuning all races were created black 
and the cooling process, which be 
claimed was goingon in the world at 
present aud had gone on for ages had 
bleached the races of other countries 
of the world and before the eud of 
time the people of Afries would be us 
white as Europeans, for the drift of 
nature was whiteward. 

Bishop Turner deuvounced as unrea- 
wnable the prejudice «gaiust color, for 
which the black man was in no Suse 
responsible. He thinks black the most 
ancient and honorable color, aud only 
fools despi-e it. 

He said that if in auything Moham- 
medan religion was superior to the 
Christian religion it was in the fact 


tha a man were « Mohammedan it 
matt ed not what his color, or what 
bis try, or what his condition, be 


was taken into their brotherhood. As 
« man, Dr. Blyden, of Africa, had been 
criticized because be is represented as 
saying, the Mohammedan religion is 
better for the Negro than the Chris 
tian,” on that Kore, the bishop «aid, 
the Christian is fanlty as it 1s prac- 
ticed. 

He was not in favor of the wholessale 
emigration of the Negro from this 
conntry, but he wanted to see those 
who had the manhood to throw off the 
yoke placed npon their necks by pregn- 
dice in this country to go to Africa 
and assert themselves, cstahlish gov- 
ernmoents and take posseszion of the 
lands of their fathers before it was 
eaptured by the white man from other 
parts of the worll. 

He held up the decision of Judge 
Bradley in declariug uncoustitutional 
the civil rights law as a menace to the 
manhood of colored people in Americs. 
He said Judge Bradley rendered this 
decision because, in his high position, 
hs and those of the court who agreed 
with him "pretended to fear the phan- 
tom of #veial equality, just as though 
any black man in this country has ever 
tried to thrust himself upon white 
He denounced the supteme 
court in severe terms, and said that 
2 the scullion Negro would accept 
it. 


He said he had yet been unable to 
find a white man who could point to a 
single incident of this character. 

The lecturer paid a high tribute to 
Judge Harlan, of Kentucky, the only 
vouthern member on the bench aud the 
only justice who dared take u position 
in-defense of the negro's manhood aud 
rights. 

He said this decision meant à great 
deal to the black man of this country. 
It meant he was to geek other countries 
in which to assert bis manhood. 

Bishop Turner urged the colored peo- 
ple to go forth and assert their rights, 
oven while in America, organize for 
mutual protection and manhood de- 
ſence. poured volleys of bot sbot 
juto these worthless would-be Negro 
leaders, who had nothing to offer, but 
to be quiet and submissive to degrada-

ound it impossible to leave the colony 
(althongh rather anxions to do 80) in 
consequence of the so many debts he 
nas contracted, his ereditors have 
threatened to take legal steps to pre- 
vent him from going until suitable ar- 
ruugemeuts be made with them toward 
the payment of the debts, 1 advised 
Gro.

It is ridiculous, if not shame- 
ul, to se how the ordinary Negro 
will catch np a can't phrase, and hand

Africa yourself?“ we are here, and 
here to stay, which we have seen go- 
ing the ronuds of the colored press for 
the last thirty years, and heard utter- 
et twenty thousand times, What ar- 
gument, what. philosophy, what logie, 
ac ording to their idea, is pent up in 
these interrogatory slangs? 

Strange, too, that this entire tribe 
can never produce & Folitary idea, that 
offers any future prospects to the Ne- 
gro in this country. Times are grow- 
ing worse, the Negro is becoming 
more degraded, our treatment more 
bratal, laws more inhuman are being 
enacted, and not a single remedy is 
proposed, not a plan suggested, not an 
den advanced for the betterment of 
our condition, bat the abuse of Africa. 
If we belonged to the anti-African 
herd we would almost be tempted to 
eriticise our Maker for not giving us 
*en86 enough to suggest a Solitary 
remedy for our deplorable condition. 


Hexry M. SraxLxx, the explorer, in 
an interview, said: I have been in 
Africa for seventeen years, and I have 
never met & man who wonld kill me if 
I folded my hands. What has been 
wanted, and what I have been endeav- 
vring to ask for the poor Africans, 
has been the good offices of Christiaus, 
ever sinee Livingstone taught me dn- 
ring those four months that I was with 
him. In 1871 T went to him as preju- 
diced as the biggest ätheist in London. 
Io « reporter and correspondent, such 
as I, who had only to deal with wars, 
mass meetings, and political gather- 
ings, sentimental matters were entirely 
ont of my province. But there came 
lor me & long time for reflection. I 
was out there away from a worldly 
world. _ 1 saw this solitary old man 
there, and asked myself, How on earth 
does he stop here? Is he cracked, or 
what? What is it that inspires tam?” 
For months after we met 1 simply 
found myself listening to him, won- 
dering at the old man carrying out all 
that was said in the Bible: Leave all 
things and follow me.“ But little by 
little his sympathy for others became 
contagions; my sympathy was aroused ; 
seeing his piety, his gentleness, his zeal, 
his earnestness, and how he went quietly 
about his business, I was converted by 
him, although he had not tried to do 
it.
